NEW YORK (AP) — They set 
out to build the tallest sky¬ 
scraper in the world — a 
giant that would rise a sym¬ 
bolic 1,776 feet from the 
ashes of ground zero. 

Those aspirations of global 
supremacy fell by the way- 
side long ago, but New 
York won a consolation 
prize Tuesday when an in¬ 
ternational architectural 
panel said it would recog¬ 
nize One World Trade Cen¬ 
ter — at 541 meters high — 
as the tallest skyscraper in 
the United States. 

The Council on Tall Build¬ 
ings and Urban Habitat, 
considered a world author¬ 


ity on supersized skyscrap¬ 
ers, announced its deci¬ 
sion at simultaneous news 
conferences in New York 
and Chicago, home to the 
1,451-foot (442.26-meter) 
Willis Tower, which is being 
dethroned as the nation’s 
tallest building. 

Measuring the height of 
a building would seem to 
be a simple thing, but in 
the case of the new World 
Trade Center tower it is 
complicated by the 408- 
foot (124.36-meter)-tall 
needle atop the skyscrap¬ 
er's roof. 

The council's verdict rested 
on a conclusion that the 
needle should be counted 
as part of the building's to¬ 


tal height. Without it, the 
tower would be just 1,368 
feet (416.97 meters) tall, the 
same height as the original 
World Trade Center. That 
would make it smaller than 
not only the Willis, but also 
a 1,397-foot (425.81-meter) 
apartment building being 
built a short subway ride 
away near Central Park. 
Speaking at his office in 
New York, council chair¬ 
man Timothy Johnson, an 
architect at the global 
design firm NBBJ, said the 
decision by the 25-mem¬ 
ber height committee had 
more “tense moments" 
than usual, given the sky¬ 
scraper's importance as a 
patriotic symbol. 


“I was here on 9/11. I saw 
the buildings come down,” 
he said. 

Over the past few months, 
the council had hinted that 
it might be open to chang¬ 
ing its standards for measur¬ 
ing ultra-tall buildings, given 
a trend toward developers 
adding “vanity height” to 
towers with huge, decora¬ 
tive spires. 

But the council also has a 
history of disallowing an¬ 
tennas in height calcula¬ 
tions. The Empire State 
Building's landmark 204- 
foot (62.18-meter) needle 
isn’t counted in its height 
measurement. Neither are 
the two TV antennas atop 
the Willis Tower, which had 


been the country’s tallest 
building since it was com¬ 
pleted — and named the 
Sears Tower — in 1974. 

But in the end, there was 
unanimity on the commit¬ 
tee that One World Trade 
Center’s reach for 1,776 
feet — a number that 
echoes the founding year 
of the United States — was 
an artistic architectural ex¬ 
pression. “This was a quest 
to put something meaning¬ 
ful and symbolic on that 
site because of the horrible 
history of what happened 
on that site,” said Antony 
Wood, the council’s execu¬ 
tive director.

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Concerns grow over pace of aid to Philippines

aircraft carrier headed to 
the Philippines on Tuesday 
on an emergency mission 
to help the relief effort there 
as the situation on the is¬ 
lands became increasingly 
desperate, with food and 
water supplies running low 
and bodies lying uncollect¬ 
ed in the streets of at least 
one devastated city. 

The USS George Washing¬ 
ton, which carries 5,000 
sailors and more than 80 
aircraft, left a port visit in 
Hong Kong, its crew re¬ 
called from shore leave. 
Philippine officials found 
themselves on the defen¬ 
sive Tuesday over the pace 
of relief efforts as Manila 
struggled to get supplies 
to the airport in the city of 
Tacloban, where as many 
as 10,000 people were 
feared dead and most of 
its residents were struggling 
to get basic foodstuffs and 
water four days after Ty¬ 
phoon Haiyan struck. 
“We've asked the U.S. 
for aid and the secretary 
of defense says they are 
sending an aircraft car¬ 
rier and a couple other 
ships - those are en route,” 
said Ricky Carandang, a 
spokesman for the Philip¬ 


pine president, Benigno S. 
Aquino III. 

“There are lots of remote 
areas that haven’t re¬ 
ceived aid,” Carandang 
said. “The priority is to get 


food and water supplied. 
With communications par¬ 
tially functioning, with ports 
and roads blocked, we 
need to get that clear first. 
We need to get the roads 
clear before you can get 
the aid to them.” 

The Philippine government 


expressed gratitude for the 
assistance, but it also ap¬ 
peared anxious to retain 
basic strategic controls, 
which may have had the 
unintended consequence 


of hampering some relief 
efforts. The Tacloban air¬ 
port control tower was de¬ 
stroyed, for example, but 
the government did not 
ask the U.S. military to help 
manage air traffic control 
with a temporary replace¬ 
ment setup, as it has some¬ 


times done elsewhere. 
Without a tower, all pilots 
flying into Tacloban were 
forced to land by sight, 
slowing deliveries. 

William Hotchkiss, the di¬ 


rector of the Philippine 
Civil Aviation Authority, 
told Bloomberg TV on Tues¬ 
day that 4 of the 5 airports 
whose operations had 
been disrupted by the ty¬ 
phoon were now fully op¬ 
erating, with Tacloban’s 
allowing only “limited com¬

mercial airline operations" 
because of the relief effort 
there and damage to the 
airport. 

Aid groups detailed frus¬ 
trating challenges trying to 
help the tens of thousands 
of people struggling for 
food and shelter in Taclo¬ 
ban and elsewhere. The 
storm surge was so power¬ 
ful that it left Tacloban dev¬ 
astated, with little means 
to start up the process of 
distributing supplies. 

“There has been a lot of 
commentary that relief 
is not moving as fast as it 
should be,” said Praveen 
Agrawal, the World Food 
Program’s Philippines rep¬ 
resentative and country 
director. “The reality on the 
ground is there is such a 
level of devastation." 
“Under normal circum¬ 
stances, even in a typhoon, 
you’d have some local in¬ 
frastructure up and some 
businesses with which you 
can contract,” Agrawal 
said. “Being as strong as it 
was, it was very much like 
a tsunami. It wiped out 
everything. It’s like starting 
from scratch" in terms of 
delivering the aid, he said. 
Asked if the Philippines 
would be issuing further re¬ 
quests for aid, Carandang 
said, “It is difficult to say.” 
Another major concern 
was the widespread lack of 
electricity in the areas dev¬ 
astated by the typhoon. In 
the past, the area around 
the city of Tacloban has 
been rich in power. Geo¬ 
thermal plants on the op¬ 
posite side of Leyte Island 
are the largest of their kind 
in Southeast Asia, and are 
a major source of electric¬ 
ity for the surrounding is¬ 
lands. 

But since the storm, Leyte 
and neighboring Samar 
Island have been without 
electricity. Bohol Island is 
also largely in the dark. The 
cause is the widespread 
damage to power lines 
caused by the force of the 
typhoon’s storm surge. 
“Leyte is the hardest hit,” 
said Cynthia Alabanza, a 
spokeswoman for the Na¬ 
tional Grid Corporation 
of the Philippines, the pri¬ 
vately owned operator of 
the country’s major power

Clinton urges 
Obama to yield 
on health law

WASHINGTON - Former 
President Bill Clinton on 
Tuesday joined the in¬ 
tensifying criticism of the 
botched health care 
rollout, urging President 
Barack Obama to accept 
a change in the law that 
would allow all Americans 
to keep their current health 
insurance plan. 

In an interview published 
on Ozy, a web magazine, 
Clinton said that Obama 
should make good on the 
promise that he and his 
administration repeatedly 
made to the American 
public. 

“I personally believe even 
if it takes a change in the 
law, the president should 
honor the commitment 
the federal government 
made to those people 
and let them keep what 
they got,” Clinton said dur¬ 
ing the interview. Clinton’s 
comment adds to the al¬ 
ready intense pressure on 
the White House from both 
political parties. It carries 
special weight given the 
former president’s role in 
Obama’s re-election bid 
and Clinton’s own history 
of involvement with health 
care policy. Two White 
House officials did not re¬ 
spond to requests for com¬ 
ment on Clinton’s remarks. 
In Congress, members on 
both sides of the aisle are 
lining up behind legisla¬ 
tion that would enforce 
Obama’s oft-stated prom¬ 
ise that if consumers had 
insurance they liked, they 
could keep it after the Af¬ 
fordable Care Act - known 
as Obamacare - went into 
effect. 

Obama apologized last 
week for making a blanket 
declaration that has turned 
out to be wrong. Hundreds 
of thousands of people are 
getting cancellation no¬ 
tices from health insurance 
companies because their 
plans do not conform with 
minimum standards set by 
the new law. 

In an interview with NBC 
News on Thursday, the 
president vowed to “do 
everything we can" to fix

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ed States did rank first a 
generation ago and that 
with the projection that 
almost two-thirds of jobs 
would require training be¬ 
yond high school by 2020, 
it was important to regain 
that spot. 

The new program offers 
the first lady an opportu¬ 
nity to immerse herself fur¬ 
ther in President Barack 
Obama’s policies, more 
so than in her work to pro¬ 
mote healthy eating and 
to support military families.

Miss Teen USA: 

Guilty plea made in extortion case

SANTA ANA, California (AP) 

— A computer science stu¬ 
dent pleaded guilty Tues¬ 
day to hacking the com¬ 
puters of Miss Teen USA 
and other young women, 
secretly photographing 
them and threatening to 
post the pictures online if 
they didn’t send him more 
naked photos. 

Jared James Abrahams, 
19 answered a series of 
questions from U.S. District 
Judge James Selna, in¬ 
cluding an explanation of 
the crimes that were com¬ 
mitted. 

“I hacked several girls’ 
computers and, using their 
webcams, took photos of 
them when they weren’t 
aware," Abrahams said 
meekly. 

Abrahams pleaded guilty 
to three counts of extortion 
and one count of unau¬ 
thorized computer access. 
He faces up to 11 years in 
prison and fines of up to 
$1 million when he’s sen¬ 


tenced in March. 
Prosecutors say that over 
the past two years, Abra¬ 
hams hacked into the 
computers of at least a 
dozen women in their late 
teens or early 20s from vari¬ 
ous states and countries, 
including Miss Teen USA 
Cassidy Wolf. Abrahams 
and Wolf went to high 
school together. 

Court records say he also 
sent the women anony¬ 
mous emails telling them 
he had downloaded nude 
photos of them. He told 
them he would publish the 
images on social media 
sites if they didn’t send him 
additional pictures or un¬ 
dress for him. If the wom¬ 
en complied, Abrahams 
promised to destroy the 
images. 

At least two of his victims 
gave in to his demands, 
authorities said.

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Industry takes aim at AP ethanol investigation

new Associated Press inves¬ 
tigation, which found that 
ethanol hasn’t lived up to 
some of the government’s 


clean-energy promises, is 
drawing a fierce response 
from the ethanol industry. 

In an unusual campaign, 
ethanol producers, corn 
growers and its lobbying 
and public relations firms 
have criticized and sought 
to alter the story, which 
was released to some 
outlets earlier and is be¬ 
ing published online and 
in newspapers Tuesday. 
The Agriculture secretary, 
Tom Vilsack, told the Des 
Moines Register that the AP 
project included “a num¬ 
ber of inaccuracies and 
errors." Vilsack said farm¬ 
ers were engaged in other 


conservation practices, 
including wetland reserve 
programs, wildlife habitat 
incentive programs and 
EQIP, a program that helps 
farmers adopt conserva¬

tion practices. 

The industry’s efforts, which 
began one week before 
the AP project was being 
published and broadcast, 
included distributing fill-in- 
the-blank letters to news¬ 
papers editors that call 
the AP’s report “rife with 
errors.” Industry officials 
emailed newspapers and 
other media, referring to 
AP’s report as a “smear,” 
"hatchet job” and “more 
dumpster fire than journal¬ 
ism.”

The economic stakes for 
the industry are significant.

The AP's investigation is 
based on government 
data, interviews and ob¬ 


servations. It highlights 
what many researchers 
have published in peer-re¬ 
viewed journals and is con¬ 
sistent with reports to Con¬ 
gress by the Environmental 
Protection Agency about 
ethanol's environment toll. 
“The AP's reporting on this 
important topic is a result of 
months of work and review 
of documents, and inter¬ 
views of experts and peo¬ 
ple on all sides of the pub¬ 
lic policy debate about 
this energy resource,” said 
Mike Oreskes, AP’s vice 
president and senior man¬ 
aging editor. “We stand 
behind our reporting and 


welcome further insights 
and discussion." 
Specifically, the ethanol 
industry disputed AP’s find¬ 
ings that as farmers rushed 
to find new places to plant 
corn, they wiped out mil¬ 
lions of acres of conserva¬ 
tion land and destroyed 
habitat. The industry said 
the primary driver for such 
losses was Congress low¬ 
ering the number acres 
allowed in conservation, 
not ethanol. It also cited a 
Dutch study, which was not 
peer-reviewed and found 
that urban sprawl interna¬ 
tionally was responsible for 
greater loss of grassland 
than biofuels. 

In addition to citing the 
Agriculture Department's 
figures of more than 5 mil¬ 
lion acres of conservation 
land transformed under 
the Obama administration 
from grass field back into 
farmland, the AP analyzed 
U.S. government crop data 
collected by satellite. The 
AP identified tracts of land 
that were cornfields in 2012 
and had been grassland 
in 2006. The AP then ex¬ 
cluded land lost from the 
Conservation Reserve Pro¬ 
gram to prevent double 
counting. The AP vetted 
this methodology with an 
independent scientist at 
South Dakota State Uni¬ 
versity, who has published 
peer-reviewed research 
on land conversion using 
the same satellite data. 

The Dutch study that the in¬ 
dustry cited, which AP did 
not mention, noted that in 
the United States “biofuel 
expansion is the dominant 
cause of agricultural land 
use loss.”Q

Justice Department reaches agreement to allow airline merger

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Justice Department says 
it has reached an agree¬ 
ment to allow American 
Airlines and US Airways 
to merge, creating the 
world’s biggest airline. 

The agreement requires 
the airlines to scale back 
the size of the merger at 
Washington’s Reagan Na¬ 
tional Airport and in other 
big cities. 

In August, the government 
sued to block the merg¬ 
er, saying it would restrict 
competition and drive up 
prices for consumers on 
hundreds of routes around 
the country. 

The airlines have said their 
deal would increase com¬ 
petition by creating anoth¬ 
er big competitor to United 
Airlines and Delta Air Lines, 
which grew through recent 
mergers. 

The settlement reached 
Tuesday would require ap¬ 
proval by a federal judge in 
Washington and eliminate 
the need for a trial that had 
been set to begin Nov. 25. 
It would require American 


and US Airways to give up 
takeoff and landing rights 
or slots at Reagan National 
and New York's LaGuardia 
Airport and gates at air¬ 
ports in Boston, Chicago, 
Los Angeles, Dallas and Mi¬ 
ami to low-cost carriers. 
Attorney General Eric 
Holder said the agreement 
would ensure more com¬ 
petition on nonstop and 
connecting routes through¬ 
out the country. The de¬ 
partment said the divesti¬ 
tures were the largest ever 
for an airline merger. 

The companies expect to 
complete the merger in 
December. As soon as the 
deal closes, the airlines 
will coordinate prices and 
schedules as if they were 
one, but combining the 
fleets will take months or 
years, executives said.

Palestinians con¬ 
tend that construction in 
El, short for East 1, would 


disrupt the contiguity of 
their future state. 

“At this moment, when 
we want the focus of the 
international commu¬ 
nity on Iran, it just doesn’t 
make sense to point peo¬ 
ple’s attention to an issue 
which ultimately has no 
real significance,” the Is¬ 
raeli official said Tuesday.

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China leaders pledge bigger role for free market

BEIJING (AP) — China’s 
leaders finished a closely 
watched policy meeting 
Tuesday with a promise to 
give market forces a bigger 


role in the country’s state- 
dominated economy but 
failed to produce dramatic 
reforms to overhaul a worn- 
out growth model. 

In a report after a four-day 
meeting that reform ad¬ 
vocates hoped would un¬ 


leash a wave of change. 
Communist Party leaders 
gave an unusually strong 
endorsement of private 
companies as “important 
components” of the econ¬ 
omy but said state indus¬ 


tries will remain its core. 

The market will play a “de¬ 
cisive role” in allocating 
resources, the party said. 
The official Xinhua News 
Agency said that was an 
upgrade from the “core 
role” assigned to the mar¬ 


ket in party policy over the 
past two decades. 

It gave no indication the 
meeting considered any 
political reforms in China’s 
closed, secretive one-party 
system. It said a national 


security council would be 
set up to improve security 
strategy. 

Chinese leaders are un¬ 
der pressure to replace a 
growth model based on 
exports and investment 
that delivered three de¬ 


cades of rapid expansion 
but has run out of steam. 
Reform advocates say Bei¬ 
jing should open an array 
of state-controlled indus¬ 
tries to private competition, 
but any moves to curb the 


privileges of politically fa¬ 
vored ompanies are likely 
to face resistance. 

The party said it will create 
a committee to “deepen 
reforms” and gave no indi¬ 
cation when more chang¬ 
es might be approved. That 


suggested party leaders, as 
many observers expected, 
agreed on broad themes 
but put off battles over de¬ 
tails such as the status of 
state companies that con¬ 
trol vast swathes of China’s 
economy including bank¬ 
ing, energy and telecoms. 
“Many of us hoped they 
would use the opportunity 
to say something really strik¬ 
ing, really pushing forward 
the momentum, and it's fair 
to say they have not done 
that,” said Barry Naughton, 
a specialist in the Chinese 
economy at the University 
of California at San Diego. 
“I think the way they did 
it reflects they do not yet 
have consensus to move 
forward to dramatically re¬ 
form." 

Another key area that 
reformers say is ripe for 
change is control of land. 
The report said farmers 
should have more property 
rights but made no com¬ 
mitments. 

All land in China is owned 
by the state. Farmers are 
tenants who cannot mort¬ 
gage or rent their land to 
buy better seeds and tech¬ 
nology. 

Giving them ownership or 
at least more control would 
unlock wealth in the coun¬ 
tryside but also might jolt 
real estate markets and 
affect local governments 
that rely on sales of land 
use rights for revenue. 
Because of that, some ana¬ 
lysts said land reform is likely 
to be left until later. □

fuel protests by supporters 
of ousted President Mo¬ 
hammed Morsi. 

Morsi, meanwhile, held his 
first extensive meeting with 
lawyers in a prison near 
the Mediterranean city of 
Alexandria. He had been 
held in secret military de¬ 
tention with almost no con¬ 
tact with the outside world 
since he was ousted in a 
July 3 popularly backed 
coup, but he was moved 
to a regular prison last 
week after the first session 
of his frial on charges of in¬ 
citing murder. 

The lawyers, who hail from 
the Muslim Brotherhood 
and its allies, on Wednes¬ 
day will relay a message 
from Morsi addressing the 
Egyptian people and “all 


parties,” according to 
Morsi’s son Osama, a law¬ 
yer who was among those 
who met him. The son told 
The Associated Press that 
his father is still refusing to 
allow any lawyer to rep¬ 
resent him in the trial be¬ 
cause he insists he remains 


president and does not 
recognize the tribunal.

‘ 'They have their own ideas 
about what's happening 
or didn’t happen. We try to 
keep everything in house.” 
A few hours before the Tex¬ 
ans announced his release, 
Reed tweeted: "Thanks to 
the Texans! And the City of 
Htown!” 

The 35-year-old Reed was 
signed to a three-year, $15 
million contract in the off¬ 
season after he spent his en¬ 
tire 11 -year career with Bal¬ 
timore. The Texans courted 
him in an effort to beef up 
what they saw as an elite 
defensive unit that needed 


an upgrade in the second¬ 
ary to make an expected 
run at the Super Bowl. But 
Reed never showed the 
playmaking ability he had 
become known for in Balti¬ 
more and had just 16 tack¬ 
les this season. The move 
could mean the end of the 
career of a player many 
believe is the best to ever 
play his position. He was 
the AP Defensive Player of 
the Year in 2004 and led 
the league in interceptions 
that season and again in 
2008 and 2010.

New steroid profiling, mobile App for athletes

The French words for head¬ 
ache; mal de fete, has al¬ 
ways seemed to make the 
affliction sound much less 
ominous. Thankfully most 
headaches are not serious 
even if very painful. How¬ 
ever, head pain, in every 
country, is the most com¬ 
mon human affliction and, 
even in this age of extreme 
advances in medical tech¬ 
nology there is still far more 
that we do not know about 
headaches then that which 
we do know. 

In many eastern 
medical practices, espe¬ 
cially Traditional Chinese 
Medicine (TCM) headaches 
have been treated with a 
much higher success rate 
then they have in the West¬ 
ern world. Furthermore, TCM 
has a much different ap¬ 
proach to understanding 
headaches, health, and the 
person as a whole. 

Western, allopathic 
medicine classifies head¬ 
aches by their specific 
symptoms and measurable 
biological effects. Individu¬ 
als are usually classified as 
having a certain type of 
headache and treatment is 
based of this classification. 
There are eleven main types 
of headache classifications 
in western medicine. The first 
four are the most common 
and serious types of head¬

Pharmaceuticals, 
which have dangerous side 
affects, are by far the most 
widely used treatment for 
headaches in western medi¬ 
cine, but allopathic Doctors 
do recognize the role played 
with food in headaches. 
Western doctors recognize 
sugar, MSG (Monosodium 
Glutamate, a flavor enhanc¬ 
er used in many foods), and 
food allergies as primary pre¬ 
vention factors in treating 
headaches.

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Biometrics researchers see world without passwords

(AP) — Some Purdue Uni¬ 
versity researchers are 
working on technology 
that could see all those 
passwords that computer 
users must punch in re¬ 
placed with steps such as 
iris and fingerprint scans. 
The basement lab of Pur¬ 
due University's Interna¬ 
tional Center for Biometrics 
Research is where such 
emerging biometric tech¬ 
nologies are tested for 
weaknesses before going 
mainstream. 

Iris and fingerprint scans 
as well as facial and voice 
recognition are just a few of 
the tools that can improve 
security while making lives 
easier, said Stephen Elliott, 
the center’s director. 

That technology can al¬ 
low someone to log into 
a computer or activate a 
smartphone simply by swip¬ 
ing their fingerprint over a 
sensor — and eliminate the 
need to frequently change 
passwords. 

“I think the average per¬ 
son would tell you they 
have too many pass¬ 
words and it’s a hassle to 
change them all the time, 
and therefore they use 
the same password for 
lots of things, which inher¬ 
ently makes that easier to 
break,” Elliott said. 
Research into new uses of 
biometrics is blossoming as 
universities enlist the tech¬ 
nology for tasks ranging 
from paying for meals to 


restricting access to high- 
security facilities. Carnegie 
Mellon University in Pitts¬ 
burgh has even studied us¬ 
ing sensors in special “bio¬ 
soles” that measure the 
unique gaits and foot pres¬ 
sure to identify people. 
Soldiers in Iraq carry hand¬ 
held devices that allow 
them to scan fingerprints, 
retinas and faces and 
compare them with a da¬ 
tabase filled with hundreds 
of thousands of identities. 
Purdue researchers say us¬ 
ing such technology to 


reduce the need for pass¬ 
words is a natural next step. 
Biometrics is already in use 
at a KFC restaurant in West 
Lafayette, where workers 
punch in by putting their 
finger on a fingerprint scan¬ 
ner attached to their cash 
register. 

Chris Smith, the restaurant's 
assistant manager, said 
passwords were sometimes 
shouted out among work¬ 
ers and that the fingerprint 
system improves the secu¬ 
rity of cash registers by bet¬ 
ter limiting access. 


And the system means one 
less password workers have 
to memorize. 

“I’m sure that they have a 
hundred that they have to 
remember for their things at 
home — their online bank¬ 
ing and whatnot," Smith 
said. “So it's just one more 
ease for them that they 
don't have to have." 

Elliott said that while many 
people now consider such 
scanners something out 
of the movies, he believes 
computer passwords could 
someday be a thing of the 


past. 

“I think once people see 
the things in consumer's 
hands — the biometrics in 
there — then we’ll just see 
people try to push other 
deployments of biomet¬ 
rics, because it’s easier,” 
he saidO

Global markets 
mute to Chinese 
policy promises

LONDON (AP) — Markets 
were largely unmoved 
Tuesday by a promise from 
China's political leaders for 
the free market to play a 
bigger role in the country's 
state-dominated econo¬ 
my. 

At the end of a four-day 
meeting aimed at produc¬ 
ing a reform blueprint for 
the coming decade. Com¬ 
munist Party leaders said 
state ownership will remain 
a pillar of the economy but 
endorsed private compa¬ 
nies as “important compo¬ 
nents.” 

China has become the 
world's number 2 econ¬ 
omy through a growth 
model that’s been based 
on exports and investment. 
However, reform advo¬ 
cates say further progress 
will require smaller and me¬ 
dium sized enterprises hav¬ 
ing a bigger role over big, 
politically favored stafe 
companies. 

Mark Williams, chief Asia 
economist at Capital Eco¬ 
nomics, said his initial sense 
was that the meeting has 
fallen short of expecta¬ 
tions, though conceded it 
would be “foolish” to make 
a snap judgment. 

“Some disappointment 
was probably inevitable 
given the unrealistic be¬ 
lief in some quarters that 
it would deliver a detailed 
policy package,” he said. 
In Europe, the FTSE 100 in¬ 
dex of leading British shares 
was flat by the close, at 
6,726.79, while Germany’s 
DAX fell 0.3 percent to 
9,076.48. The CAC-40 in 
France fell 0.6 percent to 
4,263.78. 

A day after hitting an all- 
time closing high, the Dow 
Jones industrial average 
was down 0.3 percent at 
15,732. 

The broader S&P 500 in¬ 
dex, which is also just shy of 
its record high, fell 0.3 per¬ 
cent to 1,766.78. 

Whether stock indexes, not 
just in the U.S., can push on 
further could rest on what

But Vodafone argued that, 
while it was always looking 
for good opportunities, it 
had no interest in a spend¬ 
ing spree, having already 
wrapped up a takeover of 
Germany's biggest cable 
operator, Kabel Deutsch¬ 
land, for 7.7 billion euros. 
The group intends to return 
about $84 billion to share¬ 
holders when the deal is 
completed, likely in the first 
quarter of 2014. 

The company said Tuesday 
its current plans are to in¬ 
crease investment in exist¬ 
ing operations. It will spend 
7 billion pounds ($11.2 
billion) over two years — 
about 1 billion pounds 
more than previously an¬ 
nounced. “The pending 
$130 billion U.S. transaction 
will reward our sharehold¬ 
ers for their long-term sup¬ 
port of our strategy and 
will provide us with a strong 
balance sheet, improved 
dividend cover and the fi¬ 
nancial and strategic flex¬ 
ibility to make further in¬ 
vestments in the business 
or returns to shareholders 
in the future,” Chief execu¬ 
tive Vittorio Colao said in a 
statement. □

“Boards are preparing for 
the possibility that activ¬ 
ists may come,” said Rob¬ 
ert Kindler, global head of 
mergers and acquisitions 
at Morgan Stanley. “Part 
of it is proactively review¬ 
ing areas of vulnerability 
and seeing whether or not 
there are things you should 
be doing anyway.” 

Part and parcel with this 
more proactive assess¬ 
ment of a company’s own 
performance is communi¬ 
cating better with passive 
institutional shareholders. 

In recent years, many big 
companies have put more 
money into their inves¬ 
tor relations departments. 
And instead of simply 
sending out the head of 
the department to meet 
institutional investors, they 
are sending out the chief 
executive, chief financial 
officer and chairman. 

“It's important that the first 
time a shareholder hears 
from you isn’t when an ac¬ 
tivist files a 13-D,” the regu¬ 
latory filing announcing an 
activist's stake, Grossman 
said. In the best case, the 
situation never goes public 
and is resolved before a 
13-D is ever filed.Q

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Spanish pianist could face jail for practicing

MADRID (AP) — To most 
people, noise pollution is 
a jet engine roaring over 
their head. For one Spanish 
woman, it was a neighbor 
playing the piano more 
softly than a spoken con¬ 
versation. The woman has 
taken her neighbors in the 
apartment below — a 
27-year-old pianist and her 
parents — to court. Now 
prosecutors want to send 
all three to jail for over 
seven years on charges 
of psychological damage 
and noise pollution. 

In a country known for its 
exuberant noisiness, the 
case has raised eyebrows. 
Neighbors often complain 
about street and bar noise 
in Spain, but prosecutors 
seeking jail time for some¬ 
one practicing the piano 
is unheard of — especially 
since that musician is now 
a professional concert pia¬ 
nist. At the trial in the north¬ 
eastern city of Gerona, So¬ 
nia Bosom claimed she suf¬ 
fered noise pollution from 
2003 to 2007 due to the 
five-days-a-week, eight- 
hour practice sessions of 
Laia Martin, who lived be¬ 
low her in the northeastern 
town of Puigcerda. 

Martin, 27, denies that she 


played at home that of¬ 
ten, saying she took regu¬ 
lar classes in other towns. 
She claims she mostly 
practiced at home on the 
weekends. On Monday, 
the first day of the trial, the 
El Pais newspaper reported 
that Bosom told the court 
she now hates pianos 
so much she can’t even 
stand to see them in a film. 
The prosecution claims that 
years of hearing constant 
playing has caused Bo¬ 
som “psychological injury.” 
Medical reports showed 
she suffered from a variety 
of problems, including in¬ 
somnia, anxiety, panic at¬ 
tacks and gynecological 
problems. 

Bosom and her fam¬ 
ily moved in 2007 and she 
says she has had to take 
time off work, reportedly 
due to her problems. 

The prosecutor said tests by 
local authorities found that 
the sound levels made by 
the piano were repeatedly 
up to 10 decibels higher 
than the 30-decibel limit 
laid down for musical in¬ 
struments in the town. City 
authorities asked the fam¬ 
ily several times to either 
stop the piano playing or 
soundproof the room. 

The family told the court 
they carried out sound¬ 


proofing work twice but 
the complaints continued, 
the newspaper reported. 
Nuria Blanes, an environ¬ 
mental scientist at the 
Autonomous University 
of Barcelona, said noise 
around 40 decibels “is not 
very much.” A normal con¬ 
versation produces 55-60 
decibels, with noise in a 
bar reaching 65-70 deci¬ 
bels and an airplane in 
flight producing 110-120 
decibels, she said. 
However, she also noted 
that some studies have 
established links to health 
problems such as sleep 
disturbances and cardio¬ 
vascular disease if some¬ 
one faces a consfanf noise 
level of over 40 decibels 
during fhe night. 

“The norm is for 30 decibels 
as a nighttime limit inside a 
house, but some authorities 
are widening it to daytime, 
which is surprising,” said 
Fernando Simon Yarza, a 
constitutional law professor 
at Navarra University,Q

WASHINGTON (AP) — Na¬ 
ture and man together 
cooked up the disaster in 
the Philippines. 

Geography, meteorology, 
poverty, shoddy construc¬ 
tion, a booming popula¬ 
tion, and, to a much lesser 
degree, climate change 
combine to make the Phil¬ 
ippines the nation most vul¬ 
nerable to killer typhoons, 
according to several sci¬ 
entific studies. 

And Typhoon Haiyan was 
one mighty storm. 

Haiyan slammed the island 
nation with a storm surge 
two stories high and some 
of the highest winds ever 
measured in a tropical cy¬ 
clone — 195 mph (314 kph) 
as clocked by U.S. satel¬ 
lites, or 147 mph (237 kph) 
based on local reports. An 
untold number of homes 
were blown away, and 
thousands of people are 
feared dead. 

“You have a very intense 
event hitting a very sus¬ 
ceptible part of the world. 
It’s that combination of 
nature and man,” said MIT 


WASHINGTON (AP) — As¬ 
tronomers and scientists 
are joining Seth MacFar- 
lane at the Library of Con¬ 
gress for the opening of a 
new collection of Carl Sa¬ 
gan's papers. 

The library has acquired 
the late astronomer’s pa¬ 
pers with a donation from 
MacFarlane, the creator of 
TV’s “Family Guy.” Sagan’s 
widow and collaborator, 
Ann Druyan, will join the 
dedication Tuesday, along 
with astrophysicist Neil de- 
Grasse Tyson, Bill Nye and 
others. 

Sagan was a pioneering 
space scientist, educator 
and Pulitzer Prize-winning 
author. He’s credited with 
helping to bridge the gap 
between academics and 
popular culture. 

The collection is comprised 
of 1,705 archival boxes of 
materials. It includes Sa¬ 


gan’s earliest notebooks 
and report cards, his corre¬ 
spondence with scientists, 
and drafts and documents 


from the first 40 years of the 
space age.

they’ve peaked in strength 
or before they get a 
chance to, but Haiyan 
struck when it was at its 
most powerful, based on 
U.S. satellite observations, 
Emanuel said. 

Humans played a big role 
in this disaster, too — prob¬ 
ably bigger than nature's, 
meteorologists said. Uni¬ 
versity of Miami hurricane 
researcher Brian McNoldy 
figures that 75 to 80 per¬ 
cent of the devastation 
can be blamed on the hu¬ 
man factor. 

Meteorologists point to ex¬ 
treme poverty and huge 
growth in population — 
much of it in vulnerable 
coastal areas with poor 
construction, including 
storm shelters that didn’t 
hold up against Haiyan. 
More than 4 out of 10 Fili¬ 
pinos live in a storm-prone 
vulnerable city of more 
than 100,000, according to 
a 2012 World Bank study. 
The Haiyan-devastated 
provincial capital of Taclo¬ 
ban City nearly tripled from 
about 76,000 to 221,000 in 
just 40 years. 


About one-third of Taclo¬ 
ban City's homes have 
wooden exterior walls. And 
1 in 7 homes have grass 
roofs, according to the 
census office. 

Those factors — especially 
flimsy construction — were 
so important that a weak¬ 
er storm would have still 
caused almost as much 
devastation, McNoldy 
said. 

“You end up with these 
kind of urban time bombs, 
where cities have doubled, 
tripled, quadrupled in size 
in 50 years” without good 
building standards, said 
Richard Olson, director of 
the Extreme Events Institute 
at Florida International Uni¬ 
versity. “It is, I hate to say, 
an all-too-familiar pattern." 
Scientists say man-made 
global warming has con¬ 
tributed to rising seas and 
a general increase in 
strength in the most pow¬ 
erful tropical cyclones. 
But they won’t specifically 
apply these factors to Hai¬ 
yan, saying it is impossible 
to attribute single weather 
events, like the typhoon, to 
climate change. 

A 2008 study found that in 
the northwestern Pacific 
where Haiyan formed, the 
top 1 percent of the stron¬ 
gest tropical cyclones over 
the past 30 years are get¬ 
ting on average about 1 
mph stronger each year 
— a phenomenon some 
scientists suspect is a con¬ 
sequence of global warm¬ 
ing. 

“The strongest storms are 
getting stronger" said study 
co-author James Kossin of 
the National Climatic Data 
Center. Haiyan “is what po¬ 
tentially could be a good 
example of the kind of the 
things we’re finding.” 
Similarly, the Philippines 
has seen its sea rise nearly 
half an inch in the past 20 
years — about triple the 
global increase, accord¬ 
ing to R. Steven Nerem of 
the University of Colorado. 
Higher sea levels can add 
to storm surge, creating 
slightly greater flooding. 
Just as human factors can 
worsen a disaster, they can 
also lessen it, through stron¬ 
ger buildings, better warn¬ 
ings and a quicker govern¬ 
ment responseO

A&E says all eyes will be on 
these Wahlbergs, who are 
determined to make their 
restaurant brand a success 
in Boston and beyond. Now 
they just have to agree on 
a second location. 
“Wahlburgers” is set to pre¬ 
miere Jan. 22. □

CULVER CITY, Calif. (AP) — 

There's a new kid on the 
block at Culver Studios. 
Inside a towering sound- 
stage, just around the 
corner from where such 
television comedies as 
TBS’ “Cougar Town” and 
Showtime’s “Episodes” 
have been filmed, another 
production is in full swing. A 
set depicting a high-tech, 
two-story office is hosting 
a boozy party scene for 
“Betas,” a comedy about 
a quirky crew of app cre¬ 
ators in Silicon Valley. 

But unlike its neighboring 
productions, the new series 
will likely never air on TVs. 
Instead, it will stream on 
them, in addition to many 
other devices. “Betas” is 
one of the first original se¬ 
ries from Amazon, the on¬ 
line retail giant who's tak¬ 
ing a cue from Netflix and 
Hulu by producing its own 
shows that will only be 
available on Amazon In¬ 
stant Video, a content ser¬ 
vice for paying members. 
“In the old days, I remem¬ 
ber if you were a film actor, 
you didn't do TV,” said Ed 
Begley Jr., who stars in “Be¬ 
tas" as a goofy, patriarchal 
investor. “That wall came 
down many years ago. 
Now, I think the same thing 
is happening on the Web. 
This isn’t just someone with 
a Handycam filming some¬ 
thing that looks like pub¬ 
lic access TV. This is a real 
show.” 

Amazon's move into con¬ 
tent creation is another 
click in the evolution of on¬ 
line video, legitimized ear¬ 
lier this year by the success 
of “House of Cards," the 
political drama from online 
streaming service Netflix 
Inc. starring Kevin Spac- 
ey. That show was nomi¬ 
nated for a best drama 
Emmy, alongside the likes 
of AMC’s “Breaking Bad,” 
which ultimately nabbed 
the prize. 

Over the past year, Ama¬ 
zon.com Inc. has bolstered 
its streaming video library 
beyond typical movies 
and TV shows by locking 
down the exclusive stream¬ 
ing rights to such buzzed- 
about series as “Downton 
Abbey,” "Falling Skies,” 
"Justified” and “Under the 


Dome.” The Seattle-based 
company is hoping to now 
build hype — and attract 
subscribers — with its own 
shows. 

Amazon's foray into origi¬ 
nal programming kicks off 
with Friday’s debut of the 
political comedy “Alpha 
House,” featuring Mark 
Consuelos, Clark John¬ 
son, Matt Malloy and John 
Goodman as senators who 
live together. 


Goodman, an acting vet 
with a seemingly ubiqui¬ 
tous presence on the big 
and small screen these 
days, didn't notice much 
of a contrast between 
“Alpha House” and the 
other TV productions he’s 
worked on. 

“The only difference was 
that we could curse very 
heavily, but that’s the only 
difference,” said Good¬ 
man. “We have a fantas¬ 


tic studio in Queens and 
locations all over New York 
City subbing for Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. I actually know 
nothing about how they 
are going to present this 
(show). It was so much like 
a regular television show. I 
just don’t care.” 

Amazon reportedly spent 
$50 million to produce “Be¬ 
tas” and “Alpha House,” 
along with three children’s 
shows, for Amazon Prime, 


a premium service that 
provides free two-day ship¬ 
ping, streaming video and 
other perks to members 
who pay $79 a year. The 
company ordered full sea¬ 
sons after offering up 14 pi¬ 
lots for Amazon customers 
to stream and critique. 

“It was a super unconven¬ 
tional way to go through 
the pilot process,” said 
actress Maya Erskine, who 
plays the acerbic love in¬ 
terest on “Betas.” "We 
didn’t have a network just 
determining our fate right 
away. Amazon was actu¬ 
ally giving this a chance 
to be seen. I think it takes 
a while for audiences to 
see something and get 
hooked, especially on the 
Internet.” 

The first three episodes 
of “Alpha House” will be 
available free to all Ama¬ 
zon customers beginning 
Friday, as will the first three 
“Betas” installments when 
it launches a week later. 
The rest of the episodes will 
then only be available to 
Amazon Prime subscribers 
each week. That means no 
binge viewing — for now 
— a deliberate decision 
by Amazon to get viewers 
tweeting about the shows. 
“When you release all the 
episodes at the same time, 
our intuition was that it gets 
in the way of you commu¬ 
nicating with your friends 
about a show because 
you don’t know how many 
episodes they’ve seen,” 
said Roy Price, director 
of Amazon Studios. “It re¬ 
moves that whole water- 
cooler aspect of watching 
a television show, which is 
part of the fun.” 

Amazon isn’t waiting 
around to see if come¬ 
dies “Betas” and “Alpha 
House” go viral, though. 
The company is now in 
search of its very own buzz¬ 
worthy dramas in the mold 
of “House of Cards” and 
“Orange is the New Black." 
Price said pilots have been 
ordered for two such prop¬ 
erties, an adaptation of 
Michael Connelly's Harry 
Bosch police procedural 
book series and a mys¬ 
terious genre show from 
“The X-Files” creator Chris 
Carter, as well as three ad¬ 
ditional comedies and six 
new kids’ shows.□

When A Gun Advocate Dissents

I know, governor, I know: It’s still 
too early for presidential specu¬ 
lation, you’re just focused on 
the job at hand and any talk of 
2016, while flattering, is purely 
hypothetical. 

But just in case you do have 
some faint, slight, extremely 
modest interest in parlaying 
your landslide re-election into 
a presidential bid, here are four 
2016 “don’ts” to keep in mind: 
DON’T BE JON HUNTSMAN. This 
sounds easy enough, but obvi¬ 
ous pitfalls are still worth point¬ 
ing out. For the next two years, 
you’re going to be hailed up 
and down the Acela Corridor 
as the Great Moderate Hope, 
the anti-Tea Party candidate, 
the Man Who Is Not Ted Cruz. 
But you can’t actively embrace 
that part, or give off the impres¬ 
sion - as Huntsman did, obvious¬ 
ly and fatally - that you agree 
with the media that your party’s 
full of rubes and cranks. 

As a would-be nominee, you 
have to woo base voters, not 
run against them, and make 
them feel respected even 
when they disagree with you. 
This doesn’t mean muzzling 
yourself, or pandering to every 
right-wing interest group. But it 
means persuading conserva¬ 
tives that you like them, that 
you understand them and that 
as president you’re going to be 
(mostly) on their side. 

DON’T BE RUDY GIULIANI. You 
probably think you wouldn’t 
have Rudy’s problems in a Re¬ 
publican primary. Yes, you’re 
both combative Northeastern- 
ers from the party’s moder¬ 
ate flank, but unlike the former 
mayor you aren’t a social liberal 
with a public history of adultery 
(and a few drag performances 
thrown in). 

But what felled Giuliani in 2008 
weren’t just “values” issues. It 
was the former mayor’s appar¬ 
ent belief that being a national 
hero was a sufficient qualifica¬ 
tion to be president - that he 
could just show up, be “Rudy,” 
and the rest would take care of 
itself. 

As another charismatic politi¬ 
cian defined by your handling 
of a catastrophe, you’re vulner¬ 
able to the same temptation: 
the belief that you, personally, 
are the solution to the Repub¬ 
lican Party’s many problems, 
and that you can just run on 
your own awesomeness with¬ 
out specifying where you would 
take the country if you won. 
That act wears thin in a long 
campaign, and it’s likely to 
wear especially thin in a party 
that needs a new agenda as 
badly as Republicans do today. 
Which brings us to ... 

DON’T ASSUME THAT WHAT 
WORKED IN JERSEY WILL WORK 


NATIONALLY. In state-of-the- 
party arguments, you and your 
fellow Republican governors 
love to contrast your successes 
with the national party’s strug¬ 
gles. But those successes have 
been made possible by crucial 
differences between state-level 
issues and national ones. 

In New Jersey, for instance, 
you’ve been able to success¬ 
fully isolate public-sector unions, 
portraying them as drains on 
middle-class tax dollars and 
enemies of fhe common good. 
But in national budget debates, 
the biggest issues are popu¬ 
lar entitlement programs, not 
teacher salaries or bureaucrats’ 
health benefits. And you prob¬ 
ably aren’t going to win the 
presidency wagging your finger 
at Social Security recipients, or 
painting the poor and elderly 
as dangerous special-interest 
groups. You need a different 
way to convince voters that 
you’re on the middle class’s 
side, and you won’t find it unless 
you ... 

DON’T ALWAYS LISTEN TO YOUR 
DONORS. As a standard-bearer 
for pragmatic, non-apocalyptic 
Republicanism who also hails 
from a state where lots of rich 
Wall Streeters sleep at night, 
you’re going to be awash in 
money, and with it will come 
lots of unsolicited advice. Some 
will be good: The Republican 
donor class has a better handle 
on certain political realities than 
the Tea Party. But some will be 
terrible, because the right’s 
donors are loath to acknowl¬ 
edge that their party’s biggest 
problem isn’t gay marriage or 
immigration or even the disas¬ 
trous government shutdown. It’s 
a brand identity, cemented by 
Mitt Romney’s persona and “47 
percent” remark, as the hand¬ 
maiden of Big Business and the 
rich. 

To alter that identity, you’ll 
need substance as well as reg¬ 
ular-guy style: a tax plan that 
doesn’t play just as a giveaway 
to the 1 percent, a health care 
plan that isn’t just a defense of 
fhe pre-Obamacare status quo, 
an approach to spending that 
targets corporate welfare as 
well as food stamps. 

The good news is that you al¬ 
ready have populist politicians 
like Utah’s Sen. Mike Lee lead¬ 
ing the charge into this territory, 
so you can follow without wor¬ 
rying too much about being at¬ 
tacked as a RINO sellout squish. 
The bad news is that you’ll have 
a lot of big bundlers cornering 
you to explain that actually it’s 
much more important to cut 
capital-gains taxes or preserve 
the carried-interest loophole for 
hedge funds, and why can’f 
you move to the center on so¬ 
cial issues and stick with upper- 
bracket tax cuts, because after 
all they worked in the Reagan 
era ... 

Which they did - in a complete¬ 
ly different economic and politi¬ 
cal landscape. So if you wanf fo 
have an era of your own, you’ll 
need to nod politely, crush your 
well-heeled advice-giver with 
a handshake, and then take a 
different path. □

It’s not as if Dick Metcalf was 
some kind of gun control fa¬ 
natic. 

On the contrary, he’s a gun 
guy through and through, such 
an unyielding defender of fhe 
Second Amendment that last 
year he led the charge to push 
through a law giving the resi¬ 
dents of Pike County, III., where 
he lives, the right to carry con¬ 
cealed guns without a permit. 
He called the practice “con¬ 
stitutional carry” rather than 
“concealed carry.” 

In the early 1980s, he and a 
handful of friends started a suc¬ 
cessful gun club, called the Pike 
Adams Sportsmen’s Alliance, 
which is on Metcalf’s farm in 
Barry, III. A few years later, he 
played an important role in lob¬ 
bying for the federal Firearm 
Owners Protection Act, which 
loosened many of the gun re¬ 
strictions that had become law 
after the assassination of Robert 
Kennedy. A friend of his told me 
Metcalf had even written some 
of the language in the bill. 
Mostly, though, Metcalf, 67, was 
known as a writer for magazines 
owned by InterMedia Outdoors, 
a publisher of gun periodicals 
that include the industry bible, 
Guns & Ammo. He did videos 
on subjects like “Guns for Family 
Home Defense” and wrote ar¬ 
ticles with headlines like “Smith 
& Wesson’s 12 Most Important 


Guns.” 

It is perfectly understandable, 
then, that the gun world might 
be a little taken aback by Met¬ 
calf’s opinion piece in the De¬ 
cember issue of Guns & Ammo 
calling for some modest gun 
regulation. “I firmly believe that 
all U.S. citizens have a right to 
keep and bear arms,” he wrote, 
“but I do not believe that they 
have a right to use them irre¬ 
sponsibly.” The article went on 
to call for mandatory training 
for gun owners. That’s all. Such 
limited regulation, he argued, 
did not constitute an infringe¬ 
ment on anyone’s constitution¬ 
al rights. 

When people like me read an 
article like that, it seems mo¬ 
mentarily possible that gun ad¬ 
vocates and gun control ad¬ 
vocates might be able to find 
some common ground. Much in 
the way that many gun control 
activists have come to accept 
the legitimacy of the Second 
Amendment - something that 
hasn’t always been the case - 
here was a man on the other 
side of the divide saying that 
some sensible regulation didn’t 
necessarily lead down a “slip¬ 
pery slope” to confiscation. If 
we are ever to have a sane gun 
policy, we desperately need 
people from both camps to 
meet somewhere in the middle. 
But when people like me see the 
reaction from gun advocates to 
Metcalf’s tame proposal, it all 
seems hopeless again. Robert 
Farago, who maintains a blog 
called The Truth About Guns, 
started the ball rolling by linking 
to - and denouncing - Metcalf’s 
“diatribe.” He went on to de¬ 
scribe the article as a “bone¬ 
headed, uninformed, patently 
obvious misinterpretation of the 
Second Amendment.” Other 
bloggers piled on. On the Guns 
& Ammo Facebook page, sub¬ 
scribers demanded Metcalf’s 
head, even as they canceled 
their subscriptions. 

Finally, according to a blog 
post Metcalf wrote, two major 
gun manufacturers told Inter- 


Media Outdoors they would pull 
all their advertising if something 
wasn’t done. That’s all it took. 
Within 24 hours, Metcalf was 
permanently banned from the 
company’s publications. And 
the longtime editor of Guns & 
Ammo, Jim Bequette , who was 
planning to retire at the end of 
fhe year, was pushed out as 
well. Before departing, howev¬ 
er, Bequette wrote a groveling 
apology, which ran on the mag¬ 
azine’s website. He described 
his decision to publish Metcalf’s 
article as “a mistake” and took 
pains to remind readers that 
Guns & Ammo had always 
been the hardest of hard-liners. 
“It is no accident that when oth¬ 
ers in the gun culture counseled 
compromise in the past, hard¬ 
core thinkers ... found a place 
and a voice in these pages,” he 
wrote. With that, capitulation 
was complete. 

If you want to understand why 
so few gun owners are willing 
to stand up to the National Rifle 
Association, even though the 
majority disagree with the NRA’s 
most extreme positions, here 
was a vivid example. Straying 
from the party line leads to vilifi¬ 
cation and condemnation that 
would give anybody pause. 

My guess is Dick Metcalf always 
knew what he was in for - all the 
more reason writing his article 
took guts. In the aftermath, he 
was the only one who could 
still hold his head up high. On a 
blog called The Outdoor Wire, 
he wrote a lengthy response to 
his critics. He didn’t back down 
one iota. Describing himself as 
“disappointed” at the reaction 
to his article, he added, “If a re¬ 
spected editor can be forced 
to resign and a controversial 
writer’s voice be shut down by 
a one-sided social-media and 
Internet outcry, virtually over¬ 
night, simply because they 
dared to open a discussion or 
ask questions about a politically 
sensitive issue ... then I fear for 
the future of our industry, and 
for our Cause.” 

Maybe there’s hope yet.Q

All day shopping frenzy on Thanksgiving? 


NEW YORK (AP) — Thanks¬ 
giving, the American har¬ 
vest holiday that tradition¬ 
ally brings families together 
to feast on turkey and 
countless other treats, is 
slowly becoming just an¬ 
other shopping day. 

The holiday, held on a 
Thursday, is followed by an¬ 
other American celebra¬ 
tion: Black Friday, typically 
the year’s biggest shop¬ 
ping day and now consid¬ 
ered the official start to the 
busy holiday buying sea¬ 
son. 

Stores open in the wee 
hours of the morning with 
special deals called door- 
busters and stay open late 
into the evening. Mean¬ 
while, Thanksgiving and 
Christmas remained the 
only two days a year that 
stores were closed. 

Over the past few years, 
major retailers, includ¬ 
ing Target and Toys R Us, 
slowly have pushed open¬ 
ing times into Thanksgiving 
night to one-up each oth¬ 
er and compete for holi¬ 
day dollars. Some initially 


resisted, saying that they 
wanted their employees to 
be able to spend time with 
their families. 

This year, more than a 
dozen major retailers are 
opening on Thanksgiving, 
including a handful like 
Macy’s, J.C. Penney and 
Staples that are doing it 
for the first time. The Gap, 
which operates its Old 
Navy, Gap and Banana 
Republic, is opening half 
of its stores on Thanksgiving 
morning. 

Roger Beahm, professor 
of marketing at the Wake 
Forest University School of 
Business in North Carolina, 
expects that it’s just a mat¬ 
ter of time — he estimates 
five years — before mosf 
chains open all day on 
Thanksgiving. As for Christ¬ 
mas, he says that day is still 
sacred among shoppers. 
“The floodgates have 
opened,” Beahm says. 
“People will turn Thanks¬ 
giving Day shopping into 
a tradition as they histori¬ 
cally have on the day after 
Thanksgiving ... And stores 


don’t want to be left be¬ 
hind.” 

Indeed, retailers say they're 
just doing what shoppers 
want. And they know that 
opening earlier gives them 
a chance to be the first 
to grab shoppers' dollars. 
That’s an important oppor¬ 
tunity for chains, which can 
make up to 40 percent of 
fheir annual revenue dur¬ 
ing the last two months of 
fhe year. 

But so far, it’s unclear 
whether opening on 
Thanksgiving boosts re¬ 
tailers’ top line or simply 
pushes forward sales from 
Friday. Last year, it was the 
latter: Sales on Thanksgiv¬ 
ing were $810 million last 
year, an increase of 55 
percent from fhe previ¬ 
ous year as more stores 
opened on the holiday, 
according to Chicago re¬ 
search firm ShopperTrak. 
But business dropped 1.8 
percent to $11.2 billion on 
Black Friday, though it still 
was the biggest shopping 
day last year. That day ac¬ 
counted for about 4.3 per¬ 


cent of holiday sales last 
year. 

“Customers clearly showed 
that they wanted to be out 
shopping much earlier on 
Thanksgiving,” Amy von 
Walter, a spokeswoman 
for Best Buy, which moved 
up its opening this year to 6 
p.m. on Thanksgiving from 
midnight on Black Friday 
in 2012. “Our plan this holi¬ 
day is a direct result of that 
feedback.” 

To be sure, the issue is di¬ 
visive among shoppers. 
Some believe that the holi¬ 
day should remain sacred 
and that store employees 
should not have to work. 
Some even have threat¬ 
ened on retailers' Face- 
book pages that they will 
boycott stores that open 
on Thanksgiving. 

Jennifer Gillis, 49, refused 
to shop during the holidays 
at Sears and Kmart last 
year because she believes 
Thanksgiving should not be 
commercialized. This year, 
she's adding Macy's to the 
list. 

“I think it's turning into a 


day of greed — for shop¬ 
pers and stores,” Gillis, who 
lives in Hawaii, says. 

Given the controversy, 
opening on Thanksgiving 
can be a difficult decision 
for retailers to make. 

For instance, last year, 
Macy’s and J.C. Penney 
didn’t open on Thanksgiv¬ 
ing evening as competi¬ 
tors did. Both chains say 
they wanted to honor their 
workers’ time with their 
families. But this year, they 
changed their tune. 

Tony Bartlett, executive 
vice president of Penney’s 
stores, says fhe company 
decided to open at 8 p.m. 
on Thanksgiving this year 
because of customer feed¬ 
back. He also says Penney 
store employees wanted 
to open on Thanksgiving so 
they could get the chance 
to better compete with ri¬ 
vals. 

“Obviously, we were one 
of the last to open,” last 
year, says Bartlett, referring 
to the chain's 6 a.m. open¬ 
ing in 2012. But he says this 
year, “We're all in.”Q
